Jones wanted to put these products on the 
free list and others wanted to do so with the 


twine itself. Some said such a course would 


hurt the thousands of laborers employed in 
making it here. It was compromised at seven- 
tenths of a centa pound. The duty on cog- 
nac brandy and champagne had been increased 
because they were not made m this coun- 
try. The duty on steel billets from which 
barb-wire was made had been decreased be- 
cause the industry was developing rapidly 
here. Steel rails had decreased in cost from 
$150 to $28. They could be made here in 
quantities to keep in repair all the railroads 
on earth and the duty was fixed at $18. The 
duty had been lowered on the structural iron 
and the duty on copper had been reduced 
from 24¢ to % cents. What did we do 
with sugar? Why, we put it on the free list. 
It cannot be produced from cane 
in any considerable quantity. One pound in 
ten wasall this country would produce, and 
$1,500,000,000 of duty had been paid on it. 
Affects the Poor Man. 

The Democrats, when they were crowded, 
admitted that putting sugar on the free list 
was all right. This would amount to a dollar 
and sixty cents a year to every citizen of this 
country. It hurt the poor, and, said Mr. 
Cannon, it’s a poor man for children, you 
know. If there is any Democrat that is 
offended by the remark, let him retire. It 
was his belief on the sugar question. 
He began it two years ago when he could not 
get a Corporal’s guard on the Republican 
side to stand with him. The tax on sugar was 
$55,000,000 a protection of 2 cents a pound on 
common sugar. The Louisiana people cried 
and said, We have been here a hundred years 
and now you are going to crowd us out.“ 
The Western folks said, We are going to 
make sugar out of beets after a while.’’()The 
Republicans said they could not wait. They 
agreed to pay a bounty to encourage the 
beet and cane-sugar industries. If the 
bounty did not produce sugar Congress would 
repeal that provision of the law. He believed 
there might be something in the beet sugar 
idea and thought the industry would develop in 
time. The tax on tobacco had been decreased 
from eight to six cents per pound. It was wise 
legislation and he approved it. [Applause. ] 

Mr. Cannon advanced the idea of the ultimate 
cheapening of the part of the product of an in- 


dustry by its development. This was true of | 


many other articles. The Democrats had said 
the laying of a four-cent duty on wire nails 
was an infernal outrage, but the industry was 
established and they sold now at $2.65 a keg—a 
little more than half of the duty placed upon 
the product in 1882. 

Tin-Plate. 

For the next thirty days the Democrats 
would sing about the wicked duty placed on 
tin-plate. 

„Les, we did,” said Mr. Cannon. We 
put 21¢ cents a pound on it because it is pro- 
duced abroad in Wales. Not a pound of it is 
made here. It is a monopoly abroad and de- 
stroyed our industries that were making it 
here some years ago.” It would be made 
here again, he continued, and within five 
years the history of wire nails would be re- 
peated with tin plate. The industry would 
employ 150,000 people, where it did not em- 
ploy one today. Mr. Cannon then presented 


figures relative to the exportation of Ameri- | 


can products, and said one-half of it went to 
Great Britain. In twenty years the increase 
of population in this country had been 26, 
000,000. It would keep on until the country 
had 250,000,000, then all our product would be 
used at home. 

Touching reciprocity Mr. Cannon said it 
was a political axiom that America should 
dominate America. He thought the American 
Congress had demonstrated the fact that these 
Powers wanted to trade with us. He thought 
in a few months all South American ports 
would admit our products 1f we would admit 
theirs. The Democrats said reciprocity was 
unconstitutional. He said it was statesman- 
ship. That was the difference. [Applause.] 

Mr. Cannon spoke of the provisions of the 
Election bill, saying the pledge of the party 
platform declared for it. The House had in 
substance extended the provisions of the old 
law to every district where 100 men petitioned 
for it. The bill had gone to the Senate—an 
able body with a good many statesmen in it— 
a courteous, dignified body, with eighty- 
odd men in it. Smigular rules prevailed there. 
Nothing could be done so long as any one 
wanted to talk in the Senate and the Demo- 
crats talked all summer and said they would 
keep on unless the Election bill was dropped.

RICH FIND IN AN OLD. BUILDING. 


A Carpenter Discovers $5,000 Hidden Under 
a Floor. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—Great 
excitement was caused in Urbana, ten miles 
north of here, today, by the discovery under a 
half-rptted floor of about $5,000 evidently hid- 
den for many years.

Schools Four Months Out of Twelve, 

JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 4.—The Constitutional 
Convention today adopted a section providing for 
the election of Superintendent of Public Educa- 
tion at the same time as the Governor.

Naw Yor, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—Ex-Judge 
Henry W. Leonard, who has a law office at 
No. 128 Broadway; was a happy man today. 
He received a telegram from Wilson & Trainor, 
a law firm at Pueblo, Colo., stating that he 
had suddenly fallen heir to $250,000. The 
communication from Puebio informed Mr. 
Leonard that the money referred to had been 
left him by a man named Louis Stremel, who 
was apart owner of the Guadalupe mines, a 
valuable property situated in Arizona. 
Stremel was a name which at first Mr. Leon- 
ard had difficulty in recalling, but he finally 
remembered that more than five years ago he 
had had a client of that name who had sought 
his services under very peculiar circum- 
stances. One day in December, 188, Mr.

He added that he had it and also the delirium 
tremens, and that his fun had finally wound 
up in his being confined as a lunatic Belle- 
vue Hospital.

tion of Ja-Ja’s name. 

“Know him?’ said the old Chief. “Me 
know him plenty. He eat my brother.” 

Continuing, he narrated that, many years 
before, his brother had been trading up the 
branches of the Bonny river and on one of his 
excursions fell into the hands of Ja-Ja's war- 
riors, who, in a war canoe,were on a predatory 
cruise. Ignoring the fact that the captive be- 
longed to a neutral nation, it appeared that 
Ja-Ja had him cruelly tortured and finally, to 
make a long story short, cooked and eaten, 
King JaJa himself presiding at the feast. 

Time passed and the affair faded from the 
memory of all save Cameroons, who bided his 
chance and waited cunningly for an oppor- 
tunity for revenge, At length the chance 
came. The steamer Biafra, Capt. Rathay, 
homeward bound, was sighted off the mouth 
of the Brass River and in response to the sig- 
nal for a pilot Cameroons went out to the ves- 
sel.

WHEN WILL EARTH BE OVERPEOPLED? 


Startling Calculations Produced at a Meet- 
ing of the British Association, 

Pali Mali Gazette: At the meeting yester- 
day there was a joint assembly of the Geo- 
graphical and Economic Sections, to consider 
the subject of the lands of the globe still avail- 
able for European settlement. The audience 
consisted of a proportion of quite seven- 
eighths of ladies. Sir Lambert Playfair 
dwelt upon the importance of the subject, es- 
pecially after the official inquiry recently 
held in London upon the question of coloniza- 
tion, which showed that many old fields of 
emigration were being closed to European 
emigrants. Mr. E. G. Ravenstein produced 
an elaborate set of statistics to show that the 
world will, in the ordinary course of 
things, be fully inhabited in about 182 years, 
which estimate considerably extends the 
period at which some learned men believe hu- 
manity will be crowded out. Having previous- 
ly swept away the arctic and antarctic 
regions a8 not being essential for his argu- 
ment, he parceled the remainder out of the 
earth into: cultivable land, 28,469,000 square

THE THLINKETS OF ALASKA. 


Some of the Strange Customs Which Pre- 
vail Among This Peculiar People. 

Kate Field in Washington: Alaskan music 
is not unlike Chinese in its monotony. The 
instrumental music is extracted principally 
from a guitar of two strings. But there can 
be no doubt of the Thlinket’s musical apti- 
tude. This is shown by the children at the 
mission schools. All Alaskans have the same 
difficulty as the Chinese in pronouncing r and 
v. Rheumatism becomes numatism, every, 
ebly, story, stoly, years, yeabs. Pronuncia- 
tion varies with the situation of the letter. 

Vn bey to peculiarity of the Thlinkets is the 

among the women of what is called 
the: * ‘“ labrette in a slit made below and hor- 
izontal with the mouth. Oddly enough, 
among the Eskimos the men often insert sim- 
ilar atrocities in the corners of their mouths. 

When the girls arrive at the age of 14 or 15 
the center of the under lip is perforated, and 
a piece of copper wire introduced to prevent 
the aperture from closing. This aperture is 
gradually lengthened, and the wooden or 
ivory ornaments are enlarged in proportion 
till they are frequently increased to three and 
even four inches in length and almost equal 
width. This generally happens when the 
matron is advanced in years and the muscles 
are relaxed. 

The labrette is hollowed out on each side 
like a spoon, though not quite so deep; the 

are likewise hollowed in the form ofa 
pulley 11 order to fix precious ornament 
more firmly to the lip. 

It is rare now on the coast to see labrettes 

worn by young women. They think them 
foolish, having been severely N by the 
whites and told that they are Vanity 
prevents them from distorting t Hl not too 
pleasing faces; but I saw many a labrette 
worn by old ¥ women, and hideous enough was 
the spectacle. 
It is said—I will not vouch for the truth of 
the statement—that this ornament is some- 
times as useful as it has heretofore been con- 
sidered ornamental, affording a firm hold for 
the fair fingers of their possessors when en- 
gaged in drunken broils. 

The Thlinkets, like other native races, are 
hospitable to a fault. When an Indian has a 
surplus of food he is not happy until his 
friends help him to eat it up. What they * 
not devour, on the spot they are expected to 
carry away. A host is offended if his guests 
do not partake of everything set before them ; 
if strangers are among the visitors, four or 
five f are not uncommon in a single day. 
When J Swan was anticipating such an 
infliction, his Indian companion warned him 
not to eat too much lest he should be sick and 
not be able to eat unto the bitter end.

HOW TO HANDLE A WASP WITH IMPUNITY 


Experience Shows That There Is a Right as 
Well as a Wrong Way. 

William Hamilton Gibson in Harpers

fingers. What nerve! for I know, of course, 
that they must all have stung you, only you 
won't admit it.

In vain I assured him that the insects were 
harmless, in vain ur him to clutch a small 
swarm which crawl upon the fence close by. 
But prejudice is a difficult obstacle, es ially 
in matters of this kind, and I was obli to 
caress my wasps alone. : 

It is all in the way you do it,” I observed, 
as I picked up two at once from the golden- 
rod and rolled them into one waspy jumble 
between my fingers and then let them loose 
upon the wing, none the worse bodily, even 
though somewhat richer in experience.

That comes of employing mullet-headed 
architects to plan and supervise its founda- 
tion and construction. Far higher and heavier 
puildings have been. put up in Chicago since 
the great fire of 71 and have not “ budged a 
hair’s breadth,” simply because the designs 


-for them were mixed with a modicum of 


brains. It is a great pity that some one who 
understood the peculiarities of the ground un- 
derlying Chicago had not been consulted in 
the business. 


By the action of the Common Council car 
med over the Mayor’s veto the city was com- 
pelled to pay during the first seven months of 
the year 1884 $1.65 per thousand feet for gas, 
while private consumers whose gas bills did 
not amount to more than $25 a year were sup- 
plied at the rate of $1 perthousand. In other 
words, the city as a consumer paid 65 per cent 
more for its gas than the retail consumer paid 
and more than the Gas company offered to 
sell it for. This bare statement of the case is 
sufficient evidence that the taxpayers were be- 
trayed and plundered through the action of a 
corrupt and faithless Council. Frank Lawler 
was a member of that Council. He voted for 
the plunder of the people by the Gas company 
in this matter. He voted to overrule the veto 
of the Mayor which was intended to protect 


the people. His vote made just the majority 


to do it. He is now the “reform” candidate 
for Sheriff of Cook County. Does he think 
the taxpayers have such poor memories? 


Tun liquidation in the New York stock mar- 
ket was marked Saturday, and prices ‘for 
many stocks touched the lowest point of the 
year. The day at the local Stock Exchange 
was the dullest for months. New York ex- 
change was 90 to 80 cents discount. 
Sterling continues firm.—The Chicago prods 
uce markets were active, excited, and much 
higher yesterday. The causes seemed purely 
local, one or two large operators starting the 
prices up when there was a big “short’’ in- 
terest out. Wheat led the day and everything 
élse trailed along behind it. As compared 
with the previous day wheat closed 236 cents 
higher, corn 1 cents higher, oats , cent 
higher, rye 4¢ cent higher, barley and flax 
steady, pork steady, and lard and ribs 5 cents 
higher. The receipts of wheat for the week 
exceeded the shipments by 34,600 bushels, and 
the shipments of corn were 428,800 bushels in 
excess of the receipts. The packing from 
March 1 to date includes 2,750,000 hogs, against 
1,949,000 in 1889 and T5521, 000 in 1888. 


THE WEAK SPOT IN AMERICAN SOCIAL 


LIFE. 

There is one phase of social life in America 
which continually engages the attention of 
critics, foreign writers, and observant travel- 
ers amopg us. It is a constant source of 
wonderment to them that there is so little 
respect manifested by the young towards the 
old, of children for their parents, so little re- 
gard paid to authority, and so little discipline 
enforced in the family. The question most 
frequently asked by them is, Why are so 
many of your young men and young women 
gomg wrong?” | 

The indictment. of American society by 
these foreign critics hasa basis of truth, and 
the answer to their question is primarily to be 
found in the absence of family discipline. 
The new method of parental government is 
to have no discipline or compulsion. The 
family authority must be maintained upon 
the basis of moral suasion,”’ or not main- 
tained at all, and the two con- 
ditions are about synonymous. There is no 
authority. Our fathers and grandfathers be- 
lheved in family law and compelled obedience. 
Now, if a parental order is violated there 
must be no punishment. This is the fad in 
the home, and it is the fadin the school. It is 
only a question of time how soon the fad will 
become universal, all parental authority over 
children cease, and all social law become a 
nonentity. There is no longer chastisement 
or punishment of any kind in the school, nor 
even restriction, The child is regarded asa 
free agent from its earliest years. Its will is 
allowed to prevail, and if a successful appeal 
cannot be made to its conscience, then it 
must be permitted to go its own way. With 
such a system of discipline, or rather with the 
lack of any system of discipline, is it any 
wonder that so many boys and girls are 
turned out upon the world from the home and 
the school-house with the loosest ideas of 
obedience, authority, morals, honor, or hon- 
esty; thatso many city boys are becoming 
**hoodlums” and so many girls are fast 
and following dangerous paths, that they take 
to improper literature and improper habits, 
and end by going to the bad or wrecking 
their lives in some other way? 

Boys and girls are observant, even in their 
earliest childhood, and they reason shrewdly 
even if they reason wrongly. They ascribe 
the non-action of parents and teachers to fear, 
and from this it is an easy step to the conclu- 
sion that the law is all on their side. Hence 


idle and dissolute and the children of the poor 
become vagabonds or hoodlums, they follow- 
ing the natural bent of their inclinations be- 
cause no restriction is imposed upon them 
and no punishment follows the disobedience 
of parental commands. 

In this serious emergency which confronts 
so many American homes, what are the 
boards of education and the clergy doing who 
have charge of the intellectual and, to a 
large extent, the moral growth of children? 
The clergy have the closest access to the 
family and the most influence upon the 
parents, particularly .upon the mothers. 
What are they doing towards instructing 


parents in their plain duty towards their off- 
spring? 
Methodist, and Episcopalian ministers and 


What are Baptist, Presbyterian, 


Catholic priests, whose influence is almost 
absolute in such matters, doing to enforce 
better parental government? Why do they 
sit idly by, knowing that marital discords, 
family scandals, violations of the moral code, 
contempt for all the laws of honor and honesty, 
and outbreaking defiance of ail social proprie- 
ties proceed from the absence of authority 
in the home, followed by equal absence of 
authority in the school? They must know 


that the next generation will be worse than 
this; that it will not take many generations to 
completely suppress parental authority, and,

Mr. Crerar himself seems 
ware when he made the in- 
strument, has received with feelings of 
surprise not ed with naturally keen re- 
gret by the people of this city for whose good 
he had provided so generously and judiciously. 
It is not alone on account of the many chari- 
table institutions which expect to be the bene- 
ficiaries of his bounty that this regret will be 
felt. Still more keenly will our citizens real- 
ize that the grdat public library, with its 
munificent endowment provided for in the 
will, is now menaced as was the Tilden library 
in New York, and may suffer a similar fate. 
But several good lawyers have expressed the 


opinion that the Crerar will does not contain 


the error that wrecked the library bequest of 
the Tilden testament, and they think it will 
stand all the fire pf the claimant heirs. 

The Crerar library was planned so wisely, 
its scope was so well considered, and its prom- 
ise of use in conjunction with our other 
libraries agd educational institutions was so 
large that the nullification of Mr. Crerar’s 
intention will be a sore disappointment. 
From this point of view, therefore, the Chi- 
cago publie will hope that the courts may find 
the grounds set forth by the long array of 
distant and hitherto unknown relatives not 
well taken, and thus preserve the great insti- 
tution which Mr, Crerar wished to give to the 
city as a ‘tribute of his love and gratitude 
towards it, i 

The contestants set forth as objections to 
the validity of the will the uncertainty of 
some of its clauses, the latitude given to the 
executors, and the incompetency of the leg- 
atees. In some of these respects the contest 
closely follows the lines of that by which the 
Tilden will was broken and New York City lost, 
what it so sadly needs, a great publio library. 
Should such d disaster occur here it 
will emphasize two important lessons for 
rich men and others who desire to put their 
money to desirable public uses and leave 
behind them monuments of their generosity 
and gratitude. First, it is a warning 
to them to intrust the making of their 
wills to competent lawyers. Few men 
who are not versed in legal tech- 
nioalities and questions that may be 
involved can be trusted to make a will that 
disappointed and greedy heirs cannot break. 
Mr. Crerar drew his own will. It disposed of 
an immense fortune and was a document of 
unusual length, Hence there was all the moro 
danger that he, though a shrewd and success- 
ful business-man, might leave weak spots in 
it from lack of acquaintance with decisions 
and requirements which would be sure to catch 
the eyes of sharp lawyers. Had he in- 
trusted ita drafting to the gentlemen he 
named as executors or to any com- 
petent lawyer it is probable that 
it would have escaped the danger now men- 
acing it. In the second place, it emphasizes 
the old, old warning that rich men who desire 
to dispose of their bounty to the public should 
do so with at least the bulk of it while they 
are living and have the right to bestow their 
property as they please, not alone to prevent 
the defeat of their purpose but that they may 
have the satisfaction of seeing it carried out 
as they desire, Should Mr. Crerar’s will be 
broken it would be little less than a public 
calamity. The people of Chicago hardly can 
be expected to have much sympathy with 
these far away foreign heirs, and will earnestly 
hope that they yet may enjoy the fruits of his 
generosity. 
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TREADING ON DANGEROUS GROUND. 

Every candidate for the Legislature, irre- 
spective of party, has been called on by a 
committee purporting to represent the Ger- 
man Lutheran schools for his personal views 
on the subject of compulsory education and 
asked as a condition of their support to sign 
a pledge which is equivalent to a promise to 
vote to repeal the Compulsory Education law, 
so that there shall be no interference, direct 
or indirect, with “ parental authority over the 
child in determining the extent of its instruc- 
tion —that is, if the parent does not wish 
the child educated but desires it to grow up 
in illiteracy, he must have his own way about 
it. Thousands of careless and drunken parents 
don’t want their children to attend any school, 
and for those the law was enacted. 

It would be wiser for the persons who are 
sending around these pledges to let this mat- 
ter rest where the platforms of the two great 
parties placed it, |The Compulsory Education 
law as originally drafted was the work of 
Democrats and Hepublicans, Lutherans, Ro- 
man Catholics, and members of English 
speaking Protestant churches of this city. 
Had it been passed as presented there would 


have been no just ground for complaints, but . 


it was altered in Springfield in a way to give 
offense. Each party has promised to cure 
those defects. The Democrats said so in a 
platform satisfactory to the mass of the 
Roman Catholies; and the Republicans in a 
convention which contented the mass of the 
Lutherans. There is no doubt that each or- 
ganization will keep its word in the next Leg- 
islature. 

Therefore it is unwise to be calling on can- 
didates to pledge themselves to special views 
and intimating that they will lose votes if they 
do not consent to do something to which 
their party has not pledged itself. It would 
be unwise also for candidates to make such 
promises, The candidate who agrees that he 
will vote to strike out compulsory education 
will find it hard work to get elected when the 
fact leaks out, as it. certainly will. He would 
be beaten in a German district even, for com- 
pulsory education was first introduced by that 
nation, and is a German idea copied into this 
country. It has worked admirably in Ger- 
many, and Illinois Germans will see in its at- 
tempted abandonment here an insult to their 
nationality. |

SIR JOHN MACDON 4 PREACHING IN 

In his speech at Halifax last week Sir John 
Macdonald sought to impress on the minds 
of his hearers the advantages they enjoyed un- 
der their present form of government, and 


the perils they would run if they linked their 


fortunes with those of their neighbor. Said 
he: We can sit calmly and quietly under the 
flag of Great Britain and look philosophically 
on the struggles of a fierce democracy. 
It is natural that an old man like Sir John, 
occupying the position he does, should feel 


He feels his inability at his age to take a lead- 
ing part in the keen strifes of the “fierce de- 
mocracy ”’ across the border. He loves quiet. 
He does not care to fight as hard for power as 
he would have to were he a citizen of the 
United States. But, like many a graybeard 
preacher hefore him, he cannot make the 
eager youth, sick of monotony and anxious to 
see life with its struggles and its triumphs, 
think as he does, Every year forty or fifty 
thousand young adians are crossing the 
border so as to see the business, social, 
and political life of this “fierce democracy 
is like. And as not one in a hundred goes 
back it is to be presumed they enjoy what they 
find in “ the States.’ 

To a Canadian knowimg only the dull, slug- 
glish politics of the Domimon, stirred up once 
in about every seven years, there is something 
irresistibly attractive iu the earnest, animated, 
incessant political struggles of the United 
States, and where he has not become crusted- 
over and moss-covered with Canadian con- 
servatism he envies the Americans those 
struggles and longs to share in them. He 
prefers the restlessness of the ocean to the 
setenity and quiet of the mill pond, 

So Sir John can seare his hearers by 
these doleful tales of the dangers of the 
“* fierce democracy.“ The younger Canadians, 
like boys everywhere, want to see these 
dangers for themselves and decide for them- 
selves whether they are as dreadful as they are 
said to be. They do not want to stick to the 
“cool, sequestered vale of life, but to get 
out in the world of action and see new things 
and new men and hear new ideas, An exist- 
ence in quiet, sober, Canada may have its at- 
tractions for those who wish to live “the 
world forgetting, by the world forgot, but it 
can have none for those, who have red blood 
in their veins. 

As the city draws the country boy, so does 
the United States draw the Canadians, and it 
will not cease doing 80 till they have been all 
absorbed. The attraction of England, power- 
ful for older men like Sir John, will not exist 
for the Canadians born and bred on this 
American Continent. The irresistible attract- 
ive power of the great Nation south of the 
lakes will act more and miore powerfully on 
them, till they become an indistinguishable 
part of its “‘ fierce democracy.“ 


WHY NOT LET IN NATURAL GAS? 

The company undertaking to pipe natural 
gas from the Indiana fields about Kokomo to 
this city have laid most of their mains up to 
the southern line of our municipal area and 
there struck a snag. They were stopped by 
the technical objection that the Hyde Park 
charter under it’ was designed to op- 
erate did not confer the right to bring in nat- 
ural gas, though it might permit the distribu- 
tion of artificial gas for heating purposes. It 
will strike the average reader that this is a 
purely technical objection, and is much to be 
regretted if the introduction .ef the Indiana 
natural gas would benefit the citizens. Other- 
wise not. The answer to the implied question 
turns on the pride that would be charged for 
the article in case it, were intro- 
duced. The company is said to have 
proposed to exact a minimum of 50 
cents per thousand feet, calculating that the 
more or less than 200,000 householders in the 
city would take it at that figure up to the limit 
of their capacity to supply, and admitted the 
article would be too costly for use in manu- 
facturing. At 50 cents per 1,000 feet it would 
be equal to about $10 per ton for anthracite 
coal. But there is little doubt if this price did 
not insure a sufficient patronage the tariff 
would be lowered to the point at which it 
would be taken as an acceptable substitute 
for other solid fuel on account of its great ad- 
vantagesin point of cleanliness, freedom from 


ashes, and obviation of trouble in the using, as 


it can be turned on or off instantly—facts to 
which attention has been called in several pre- 
vious issues of Tas Trrpunz. 

Is the city to have a service of natural gas 
next spring through the pipes of an old com- 
pany which at present are notin use? Might 
it not be well for Mr. Purdy to look into the 
matter again and be sure he has not made a 
mistake in his rulings before arriving at a 
final decision in the matter? 


SCIENTIFIC BIBLICAL STUDY. 

Some months ago a conference of promi- 
nent Protestant clergymen and laymen was 
held in Boston forthe purpose of devising 
some plan for Biblical study on a scientific 
and scholarly basis. The outcome of the con- 
ference was the organization of a Boston sec- 
tion of the American Institute of Sacred Lit- 
erature, and the studies will be carried for- 
ward on the basis of work as adopted by that 
institute. This does not involve theological, 
Sunday-school, or Bible-class work, but per- 
sonal and scholarly investigation ‘under the 
auspices of expert professors and sacred his- 
torians. 

The general outline of the plan contem- 
plates a winter and summer school, the for- 
mer opening Oct. 28, in which lecture courses 
and class work will constitute the curriculum. 
The lectures on Old Testament history will be 
given by Prof, Harper of Yale College, the 
President-elect of the new Chicago University, 
and those on New Testament history by Prof. 
Ryder of Andover Theological Seminary. 
The Old Testament classes in Hebrew for be- 
ginners and advanced pupils will be in charge 
of Prof. Harper. The New Testament classes 
in Greek for beginners will be in charge of 
Prof, Bush of the Boston University, and the 
advanced pupils in Greek in charge of Prof. 
Thayer of the Harvard Divinity School, 
Thus Harvard, Yale, Andover, and the Boston 
University are represented by some of their 
most eminent professors in this important 
echeme. 

The usefulness of this great work hardly 
can be overstated. An expert knowledge 
of the Bible and Biblical history hitherto has 
been confined to comparatively few scholars, 
and their opinions have been accepted with- 
out questior on theological and historical 
points, and most readers have been satis- 
fied with second-hand information. The 
scheme as outlined above, however, will en- 
able every intelligent person to form his own 
opinion, and from this point of view it should 
mn, 3 special 
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writers. If they are e eupiaabed 


upon them most certainly the Bible is, and 
the need is still ; for, however keen the 
desire to study may have been, the sources of 
information have been regarded as so remote 
and diffloult that few have had the courage to 
investigate for themselves and have been con- 
tent to accept the conclusions of scholars who 
have specially devoted themselves to the task. 
It will be the duty of the scholars concerned 
in the new movement to clear away all ob- 
stacles and open up the avenues of informa- 
tion so that any person of intelligence can 
follow them and literally obey the divine in- 
junction to search the Scriptures.” This 
done, there can be little doubt the new ‘study 
speedily will become populan. Should Prof. 
Harper accept the Presidency of the Chicago 
University it will follow probably that he 
will organize a Chicago section of the work, 
in which he is an enthusiastic expert, and thus 
Chicago may yet become the great center of 
Biblical cult in addition to all its other central 
advantages, 


BETTER SECURITIES THAN NEW YORK’S. 

The Chicago Zconomist makes a point in 
favor of the securities bought and sold on list- 
ings in this city that they are based on realty, 
staple productive industries, and street trans- 
portation, while the securities dealt in on the 
New York Stock Exchange are, generally 
speaking, based on railroads. The stocks of 
the latter represent only contingent earnings, 
the bond issues being equal to or greater than 
the cost of building the road. The securities 
offered for sale in this city more nearly repre- 
sent the sums actually invested, though in 
some cases of recapitalization there may have 
been some anticipating of earnings. These 
are facts, but there is one important feature 
not noted by the Teonomist, though un- 
doubtedly it hes at the foundation of the 
hesitancy shown by many Western men 
in buying the local properties and capitalists 
in lending money on them. It is the difficulty 
of ascertaining just where the local corpora- 
tions stand, which in the case of some of them 
amounts to an impossibility. Not a few prac- 
tically take the position that it is none of the 
business of the public to keep posted in regard 
to their affairs, and none of theirs to answer 
questions which are treated asif they were 
impertinent. On the contrary, the railroads 
report monthly or weekly their comparative 
earnings, and though some of these may be 
misleading, as was the case when the freight 
on carrying construction material for exten- 
sions of the Atchison lines was reported as so 
much earnings, yet on the whole the reports 
are much more satisfactory than none at all. 
If the managers of some of the local 
properties would try the experiment of post- 
ing the public a little as to what they are do- 
ing they would be surprised at the result. 
And they ought to do this so long as their 
stocks and bonds are offered at public sale 
with their knowledge and consent. It is a 
duty they owe to themselves as well as to oth- 
ers. To use an old-fashioned illustration, it 


requires a great deal of faith to buy a pig in a 


poke, and they cannot wonder if the difficulty 
sometimes experienced in selling or borrow- 
ing is a legitimate outcome of their own nar- 
row, unbusiness-like policy infexpecting that 
their own bare and unsupported word will be 
taken as sto the value of their property. 


About Registration, 

It is gratifying to note that Republican voters 
who have moved since the last day of registration, 
the lith of March, are applying in large numbers 
at the Election Commissioners’ office in the City- 
Hall for certificates of transfer to their present 
precincts. These certificates will be issued every 
day during this week, and the office will be-open 


from 9 o’clock in the morning till 5 o’clock in the } 


afternoon for that purpose. 

It should be understood, however, that only 
those persons who have moved since the lith of 
March last should apply. The names of those 
who moved previous to that time were stricken 
from the registry of the precinct from which they 
moved, Ifthey were not registered in other pre- 
cincts thereafter they must now register anew on 
the 14th of October in order to be able to vote 
Nov. 4 next. 

The “transfers” are therefore for the persons 
who were on the registry last March and entitled 
to vote at the April election, but who have since 
moved into some other precinct, Those are the 
persons who should apply at the Election Commis- 
sioners’ office in the City-Hall for the certificates 
of transfer. 

It will be easier to obtain these certificates at 
the Election Commissioners’ office before Sunday 
next than to wait for the day of registration and 
apply at the old polling precinct for a transfer 
certificate. 

For those who have moved any considerable 
distance it will gave time to get the transfer at 
the City-Hall. By obtaining the transfer at the 
Election Commissioners’ office the trouble and in- 
convenience of going to the previous voting place 
for it will be avoided. All that will be necessary 
thereafter will be to present the certificate of 
transfer the 14th inst.—a week from Tuesday—at 
the polling place of the precinct of present resi- 
dence. The registration will be complete then, 
and the man can vote Nov. 4.

Standing on the top the climoers could see 
below them two large craters looking like im- 
mense bowls with a central common rim. 
The large crater is about three-quarters of a 
mile across. They are filled with snow and 
solid ice, with the rim around the circumfer- 
ence of the bare rocks rising about sixty feet 
in some places. The steam keeps these rocks 
bare all the time. Comi down from the 
summit, where they could hardly stand on ac- 
count of the ind, they were sheltered in the 
crater and examined the steam jets, look 
as if a row of boiling teakettles were 
along the ridge. They sat on the rocks and 
were soon damp with the moisture and par- 
boiled by the heat, and it was necessary to 
move. At6o/’clock Miss Fuller’s account of 
the expedition says: On the east edge of 
the big crater'we entered an ice cave between 
the snow and rim of the crater, and there, with 
steam beside 2 we spread our blankets, 
which seemed light enough now, took off our 
shoes, bathed our feet in whisky, and began 
the night. After having reached the summit 
I began to feel sick from cold, exhaustion, 
and the sulphur odor, and for some time suf- 
fered from a chill and nausea. After vomit- 
ing I felt ight and ready to enjoy the 
night.

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PLAN FOR SfREET | IMPROVEMENTS. 


A Subway Under the Sidewalks for Sewer, 
Water, and Gas Pipes. 

W. V. Kay has a plan for the laying of sew- 
er, water, and gas pipes which he thinks would 
be a great improvement on present methods. 

“Ts it not time for a departure in regard to 
the manner of locating sewers, water, and gas 
pipes in the streets of cities?” asks Mr. Kay. 
% Can anything be more idiotic than the plan 
now in vogue of paving or macadamizing a 
street and, as soon as finished, tearing it up to 
put in water pipe, gas pipe, sewers, or con- 
duits for telegraph, telephone. or electric light 
wires? The courts have decided that the side- 
walks are a part of the street and under coa- 
trol of the city. Why not, then, when a street 
is once payed, let it remain so without destroy- 
ing it, as when relaid it cannot be done as well 
as at flrat? Placeall sewer, gas, water, and other 
pipes under the sidewalks. 

‘In the business portion of the city allow a 
space of four feet from buildings for the pur- 
pose of lighting the basements, then builda 
walk at that line and one at the curb-line, and 
within the space thus made place all pipes, 
conduits, ¢tc., tunneling under cr at in- 
tersection$ of stfeets so as to make this space 
continuous. There could be dead-lights in the 
sidewalks, so that this space could be lighted 
and workmnen could enter at any necessary 
time. These lights would also permit of the 
perfect ventilation of the tunnel, thus avoid-
